Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-3, 7-8, and 10-13 are allowed. 

Regarding independent claims 1 and 7, the prior art search did not yield a 
reference that teaches a second generation step/unit that generates new banner print 
data for printing a new document name different from the first document name and the 
second document name, for the combined print job generated by a first generation 
step/unit. 

Regarding claims 2-3, 8, and 10-13, they depend on an allowed base claim.
